Montgomery, Ala., May 7.-—For the 
first time, in the history of the Repub­ 
lican party In this state, at the con­ 
ference of Republicans beld in the hall 
of the house of representatives Wed­ 
nesday, the whites took seats on one 
side of the hall and the negroes on 
the other. 
The Republican 
conference, called 
by Referees 
W. F. Aldrich, 
Charles 
H. Scott 
and 
J. O. Thompson, was 
called together a little after noon by 
W. F. Aldrich, who called Oscar K. 
Hundley of Madison to preside. 
In calling the conference to order 
Mr. Aldrich explained the object of 
the meeting. 
The referees had been 
appointed 
w ithout 
solicitation, and 
they were appointed 
to correct 
the 
mistakes and rignt the wrongs of the 
Birm ingham convention. 
The speaker paid a tribute to Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt, and w anted only one 
delegation to be sent to the next na 
tional convention, and th at to be pledg­ 
ed to Roosevelt. 
His reference to tho 
president 
received 
liberal 
applause, 
Mr. Hundley, in resum ing the chair, 
said that he desired to refute certain 
charges. 
He assailed the Birm ingham 
convention for denying the right 
of 
the negro to participate In the conven­ 
tion. 
He said he had rath er 
tru.-t 
this country in the hands of the ne­ 
gro with a hoe 
and plow 
than the 
white man with the torch and bomb. 
The comm ittee 
on rules reported, 
and though its report met w ith some 
opposition. i» was adopted. 
Several resolutions were offered and 
referred. 
J. O. Thompson moved th at a com­ 
mittee of three be appointed to wait 
on Captain J. W, Dlmmick, national 
comm itteem an, and invite him to a 
seat In the 
convention. 
There 
was 
some opposition to this motion, but it 
was finally adopted, when a recess was 
taken. 
When the 
conference 
reassembled 
Captain 
Dlmmick 
appeared 
on the 
floor and made a few- rem arks and 
took a seat. 
During a session 
of six hours the 
conference adopted a plan 
advanced 
by the referees which, in effect, is a 
repudiation of the action of the B ir­ 
mingham convention in barring qual­ 
ified negro voters from participation. 
The negroes urged that recognition of 
the present state executive committee 
be withheld, but this proposition 
was 
voted dow-n. 
A meeting of 
the state 
executive 
committee, called by Chairm an W 
I. 
WI ll rn an, chief 
of the Lily Whites, 
will convene in Birm ingham May 12, 
and at this meeting the new am algam ­ 
ation of negroes and 
adm inistration 
Republicans 
will atem pt to capture 
the party machinery, it is alleged 
A m ajority of the state committee 
attended the conference.
